WORLD SHORTAGE 
IN BEET SUGAR 


Crops Are 49 Per Cent. Less 
Than Pre-W ar Average— Cen­ 
tral Powers Hit Hardest.

Allied Beet Production Falls One third 
in* Rigid War Economy 
J 
Practiced. 


Tile world today is producing forty 
per cent. less beet sugar than the pre­ 
war average. 
Counting the American, Allied and 
German Austrian crops, as well a s the 
neutrals, the U. S. Food Administra­ 
tion has estimated that the world 
shortage created by the light crop of 
1917-1918 is at least three and a half 
million tons. 
That the 1917-1918 crop of cane sug­ 
ar was two million tons In excess of 
the previous year does not relieve the 
general shortage. 
Cuba and Java produce one half of 
the world cane crop, and the Java sug­ 
ar Is too far removed from America to 
transport when shipping is badly need­ 
ed to transport and maintain (he mili­ 
tary forces in France. 
In Java a large part of the old sugar 
crop is still awaiting shipment. Since 
it requires 150 to IOO days for each 
boat that is sent to Java, the possibili­ 
ties of obtaining adequate shipments 
of Java sugar this season are remote. 
Allies' Production Falls. 
Taking the Allied nations as a group, 
official reports show that beet sugar 


product ion is less by one-third than Die 
pre-war average. 
f reg. L beet sugar Industry has suf­ 
fered most by the war. 
The French 
yield of beet sugar is now only 29.1 
per cent, of the pre-war average. 
For toe five years pre<eding the otd- 
breuk of hostilities in Europe, France 
produced an average of 762,542 tons of 
sugar each year. 
For 1917-18 the 
reach production was 219,416 tons. 
With 61 factories operating, as com­ 
pared with more than 200 that were 
Sn existence before the war and before 
tile general campaign of destructive­ 
ness launcher! by the German armies, 
France nevertheless managed to manu­ 
facture more beet sugar In 1917-18 
than in 1916-17, when the total output 
was 202,415 tons. 
Italy in 1917-18 produced 100.800 
tons of beet sugar, which was 56,000 
tons less than the previous year and 
110,250 less than the annual output of 
sugar for tile five year pre-war pe­ 
riod. 
One of the great difficulties experi­ 
enced in Italy’s beet sugar industry 
wits f i n d i n g sufficient labor to handle 
U e crop. 
Thousands of men usually 
employed in beet sugar production 
were railed for military service. 
The 
yield per acre amounted to approx! 
mately half of the usual quantity of 
beets harvested.

In view of ;he 
tact that people all over the south are 
beginning to talk about Tulsa, and the 
Confederate reunion, it is not surpris­ 
ing th a t interest is a tta c h e d to the 
nam e and that people of an investigat­ 
ing tu rn of mind should m ake inquiries 
about it 
Some years ago Dr. Fred S. Clinton 
published a pamphlet on tills* subject 
and a copy of it has been preserved 
in the public library. 
F ro m this pam­ 
phlet ,t spears that tile word "Tulsa” 
is not descriptive of m a n or beast 
It 
m e a n s nothing in itself. 
It is simply 
the nam e 
of 
a form er clan of 
the 
Creek Indians. 
Dr. Clinton says; 
■Anciently, clans, or secret societies, 
existed among the Creek Indians out 
of which, in the march of progress, a 
constitutional form of government was 
framed, and these clans sent their rep­ 
resentatives to the 
councils 
of the 
Creeks. 
There was a time when ibis 
oligarchic 
government 
was 
very 
strongly 
established 
among 
Cie 
Creeks, or Muscogees, 
because 
the 
m em b ers of the clans w e re not a low­ 
ed to intermarry and representatives 
w ere hereditary. 
One of these elans 
was known by the name of Tulsa, and 
in this manner the settlem en t took its 
n am e.” 
T h e tirsf settler within the present 
limits of the city of Tulsa was Archie 
Yahola, a fullblooded 
Creek 
Indian 
He was a man of tint4 physique and 
possessed a superior mind 
He came 
here from Georgia in I SMG. and was 
selected town chief of the Tulsa Loch- 
apokas. 
His followers idolized him, 
ami when he died, in 1850, he was 
buried iii the southern part of the city 
near fh<* ampilheatre erected by -he 
clan for the practive of their religious 
rites. 
T u l s a ’s growth lins been very rapid 
of recent years. 
It is now a modern 
city with an estimated population of 
80,000. 
It 
has

resources of 
$0 0 .ooii.ooO 
The m onthly bank clear­ 
ings are 
approximately $50,000,000. 
The greater part of this wealth comes 
j from the oil industry, total daily ship- 
I nients of oil from the city being 300,- 
I OOO barrels.

W h y does the Food Administration 
at present encourage canning without 
s u g a r ?

is sterilized and air excluded, sugar 
will not be needed as a preservative

fruit is eaten to m a *o it palatable. 
Can jams and jellies be made later 
w hen sugar is more plentiful? 
Yes; 
from the fruit jwlp and juices that 
have been st.eril.zed and tanned or 
bottled without sugar. 
H ow small an amount of sugar can 
be used in making jams, jellies, and 
p reserv es whic h depend upon sugar as 
*el! as sterilization for their keeping 
qualities? 
Abow no more than three- 
fourthe of a pound of sweetening to 
each pound of fruit. 
One-half pound 
for sw eet fruits is enough. 
Can sugar substitutes be need in 
canning? 
Yes. Corn sryups and other 
table syrups not m ade from granu­ 
lated sugar can be used with sugar. 
In som e parts of the country suitable 
varieties of canned syrups and sor­ 
g h u m s are available 
for 
preserving 
without adding any sugar. 
How else may fruits be saved with­ 
out the use of sugar? 
Some fruits 
m ay be dried; others may be stored in 
a cool cellar. 
Fruit pulp may be evap­ 
o rated to a paste, thus concentrating 
the natural fruit sugar.

AS SHOP HEATER 


Blacksmith 
Provided 
Himself 
With Very Economical Hot- 
Water Supply. 


HIS ARRANGEMENT IS SHOWN 


Circulating Water Is Heated by Hot 
Gases and Air Above Forge and 
Piped to Conveniently Located 
Storage Tank. 


By reversing the work done by tin 
automobile radiator, 
which 
was 
no 
longer tit for service as such, a black­ 
smith provided himself with a hot-wa­ 
ter supply, which he appreciated espe­ 
cially in washing up after a hard day's 
work, writes K. F. Unhook of Brook­ 
lyn, N. Y.. in Popular Mechanics. 
In 
the arrangement which he devised, as 
shown in the illustration, the water cir­ 
culating within the radiator is heated 
by the hot gases and air above the 
forge. 
Piped to Storage Tank. 
The hot water is piped to a conven­ 
iently located storage tank. 
The meth­ 
od of arranging the pipe to provide for 
a cold-water supply and a hot-water 
delivery system is shewn, the arrows 
indicating the direction of flow.

Tin* heated water is taken from the 
top of the tank, and the cpld water 
enters by im ans (if a pipe extending 
through the top and down inside the 
tank to the b o t t o m .

One of the first tilings for th e a m a ­ 
teur driver to learn is that, unfortu­ 
nate as it may bo, the brakes are less 
effective when they are most needed, 
writes H. W. Slausen in Leslie's. When 
descending steep lu ll s the weight of the : 
car is. to a l a r g e degree, taken oft of 
the tires, for til® force ol gravity is 
straight downward. 
This means that 
the wheel on evea a heavy car will! 
slip more easily, when coasting down 
a steep grade, and skidding, is, there­ 
fore, far more liable to take place. 
With the engine positively connected, 
however, and turning the wheels ovei * 
at a slow rate of speed slipping, and, j 
therefore, skidding, cannot take place 
The other condition in which braking 
effect is reduced to a minimum is oui 
slippery streets. 
The brakes may be 
so set that they are able to lock the 
wheels and cause them to slide even 
on the driest pavement, but the brak­ 
ing eff»*ct of sliding wheels is not near­ 
ly so great as that obtained before 
sliding is allowed to t a k e place,

“This 
represents about 20 per cent of the 
crude oil refined to obtain it, and in 
.flit* same crude oil there was about 40 
per cent of the combined fractions of 
kerosene, solar oil an d gas distillate, 
which if converted into gasoline would 
Increase Hie production of th a t fuel 
about 200 per cent, making it possi­ 
ble for us to obtain from the same 
-amount of crude oil 9,000,000,000 gal­ 
lons of gasoline.”

gineers and other scientific societies, 


b e lie v e s th at it is entirely possible by
